Woman's need at the present da r. 

»r MART OOODTNG. 

Read before the Woman's CTlub, Brooklyn, 
Feb. 4, 1870, on the following question 

What doee woman moat need at the present 
day to become the great and beneficent power 
she should be? ” 

Our leaders in spiritnal life declare self-re 
tiunciation to be the highest form of happi- 
ness. The world has long eulogised woman's 
tmbmiatUm and obedience, misnaming these quali- 
ties ee If -renun rial ion , of which, in her present 
servile position, she is logically incapable. 

According to the Declaration of Independence, 
the inalienable rights of human betnga are, first 
life, seoond Utterly, and third, the pur milt •/ hap- 
pine »* — the right to life, and the right that this 
life shall have libei ty, vix. : an atmosphere fa- 
vorable to the largest individual growth. l*«ing 
the fundamental conditions, without whieh, the 
right to the pursuit of happiness does not ex- 
ist. Happineas la impossible without these con- 
ditions ; to expect it, is as absurd a a to look 
for flowers ami fruits after root and trunk have 
been destroyed. 

Logically, self-renunciation is impossible to 
that individual who hna not, in himself, the 
power of deliberate choice. A slave cannot re- 
nounce his own life or liberty ; it does not be- 
long to him ; he may be obedient to his master, 
but not Keif •renouncing, for slavery left him 
nothing to renounce. A captive may subdue 
his spirit to his condition, but his condition is 
none the leas pitiable, none the less demoralis- 
ing. Imoauae he cesses to pine for liberty. 

Ho the mass of women stand to-day. fettered 
and chained ,bv law and custom ; breathing for 
so long s stifling atmosphere, that they naturally 
shrink from one more bracing— -but that is an 
argument against flic condition of their lungs, 
not against a more healt h Ini atmosphere, or a 
Uiger breathing space 

It is a self evident truth that wr cannot re- 
nounce what we do not posses*, and as women 
do not. at the present day , by the present con- 
struction ol the law. and by the usage** of so- 
ciety, o«*« IhemeeltvK. the conclusion is in evil - 
Hide, that tt is impossible!, under these oondi 
turns. t«r s woman to l»e self -renunciatory 

Public opinion, for which both men and wo- 
men ere responsible -the outgrowth of which 
are laws and customs has rendered olteiheuee 
and mibmmeion (the virt ue of slaves) the high 
eat virtues allowed to Woman How altsurd is it 
for men to teach jhat the crowning glory <*t wo- 
man »s her power of *e!<-ahnegatton, of the n 
erctse ol which they hare rendered he» mc«p 
side 1 

!» order, then, that woman may become the 


Power she should become, it m asm— rv that 
her right to life and liberty, to the enrnemkrp </ | 
Kernel/, to individuality, be bo longer denied her j 
by law and custom. Hums*, at the present j 
day. these rights are mot allowed, it plainly be- 
come* tb» duty of each individual woman to as- j 
aert that right for herself, making this idea the 
paramount sod controlling influence of her life . 
for individual freedom of choice is the corner- 
stone of individual responsibility, and all virtue 
and wise government must res! on this founda- 
tion. 

Why do we find women tn-dav^harseterized 
by devotion to low aim* in life? to gossip, scan- 
dal, and the thousand frivolltie* of fashion ? 
The answer i* to be found in her servile condi- 
tion Because she has left her own individual, 
ity out of the question, and under the name of 
aelf-rennn nation accepted all farm* of servi- 
tude. Thank Ood, *he i* rousing her intellect, 
beginning to look out upon fbe world for her- 
self. no longer content to take all her view* of 
life., of man. of be? own nature, through the 
medium of other vision than her own. 

To-day. the command come* to all women. 

" Choate ye, whom ye Will serve." The dawn 
of the long mgbt of woman's drudgery and ser- 
vitude i* breaking By the introduction of la- 
bor-saving machinery into household*, the in- 
stitution of co-operative kitchen* *nd lsundne*. 
greater leisure i* gradually being given her 
Each individual woman ha* this choice placed 
before her, to use these added hour* of life in the 
promotion of her own culture, and that of 
others, physical, intellectual, and moral . or in 
an increased devotion to the matcnalitre* of ex- 
istence . and no soul i» ever stationary — con- 
stantly it must narrow or expand, advance or 
retrograde. 

First, the right to life, and the free disposal 
J of that life — which i* liberty . the right to 
the poss ess ion of this rtaiw/ing room, each indi- 
vidual for hersell. 

Seoond. the union of women into societies, 
grounded on this idea, in order to diieet public 
opinion.

To * certain ex- 
tent tbey are trying to improve, and their reli- 1 
gioua nature^ tend to uplift them They seem 
to have a natural adaptation to politic*, a liking 
tor talking at tbe comer* of tbe street*, imita- 
tive beyond comparison tb»* stage of transition 
mnat be expected, for tbey must go through all , 
the phase* to attain civilisation Tbeir physical, 
mental, and moral condition i* so infinitely 
superior to that of tbe poor white*, that no com 
juMiaon can be made tietween them. The mis- 
sionary work of tbe world i* needed here. 

The indolence of tbe men of both rscea is 
more marked than that of women. During 
slavery times, tbe wife, as soon a* installed in b« r

The laws of Florid* and tbe .constitution 
do not differ mstenallv trom lfaeeachneeita 
therefore a woman, whether white or black, ha* 
no right V> tbe child, she ha* borne, to tbe pro- 
perty *he ha* earned, or »* earning by her hard 
labor. 

Those who have emigrated to tbe state seem 
to have left their puht.r spirit behind, if they 
ever had anv Tbey will build a large bonee.

Ect^tpiatioji of onr national debt 1* a start*- 
ling idea. The mention of it alone sends » thrill 
of horror throughout onr country. Tb*. Re- 
publican party has planted all the safe- 
guards possible agair.sf ft. At Chicago they 
resolved it should be held sacred and paid in 
good faith, and made the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment declare the aame sentiment In Oo»- 
greas. they bare gone farther and declared it 
should be paid in gold. 

Thia ta all tine talk and looks well on paper. 
Bot there are fearful realities pending, which, 
if not fully considered, all theae nice reaolo- 
tiana may prove ax baseless as the vision of a 
morning dream. 1 propose noticing a f ew of 
th»m. 

And first, consider onr ai taation. Oar na- 
tional debt i* nearly two and a bait billions. 
Onr state, county, city, railroad and other cor- 
poration debts probably an much more Our 
individual indebtedness ia probably twice n* 
much, making an aggregate of ten billions oi 
indebtedness, on which an annual interest of at 
leaat eight hundred millions haa to he paid. 
Oar bnsiness transactions amount to probably 
ten billions yearly. We are paying over three 
handled millions national taxation and reve- 
nue, and nearly ua much more to our slate, 
oily, and municipal authorities. These make 
about fourteen hundred million* of interest .uid 
taxation, all of which comes ultimately out of 
the tailoring or producing classes. 

Out of this fourteen hundred millions, at 
least one billion goes to the creditor or money 
interest The question* I propose consider- 
ing are first, the mean* proposed by the pro- 
ducing interest which « liable* them to cam 
this heavy load, and second, what their capa- 
cities are, and bn* ainoh more they are likely to 
stand. (k'^bons of finance and domestic 
economy are now carefully studied and rapidly 
being reduced to a science. 1 profess, how- 
ever. to be able to give only rough estimate* 
upon them. 

Th* means, in addition to their energy and 
industry, are ftr*t about one hundred million* 
of ooin. Thia i* the only solid hast* supporting 
the vast anperatruclure of twenty bill ion a we 
hava already figured Kino* greenback* have 
l*#en authorised. noin haa been ignored, bone* 

1 1 ia really no part of our present system of 
finance. 

We have three hundred million* of green 
back*, two hundred in circulation. and one 
hundred as reserves for the national bank circu- 
lation, which being three hundred millions,

But, not content with these enormous profits, 
and their monopolies, the money power la 
urgently demanding the resumption of specie 
payment.
